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Applicant's amendment dated June 24, 2005, has been fully considered. 

Applicant's arguments that it would not have been obvious to combine the 
references are found persuasive and the 103 rejection has been withdrawn. However, 
after considering the references submitted with the PTO 1449 form, a new ground of 
rejection has been made as follows. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, 9, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
2003/218385 (Bronicki). 

Bronicki discloses an energy recovery system comprising a heat exchanger 
(58A, 22A, 60A) with two heat sources 22A, 60A, a turbine 66A, a condenser 70A, and 
circulating means 72A for receiving a liquid fluid and circulating it to said heat 
exchanger. In the event of failure of the primary power unit 16, a sensor 21 detects the 
loss of power and fuel is supplied to a secondary system containing the burner 56A, the 
heat exchanger 58A is adapted to transfer heat from two sources consisting in the heat 
contained in two hot fluids within the engine. 
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Claims 1-2, 9, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
2639187 (Braus et al). 

Braus et al discloses a diesel engine with a reciprocating piston transferring heat 
to an organic fluid (methanol), a vessel surrounding the engine, heat is transferred to 
the organic fluid to the friction of the piston caused by its movement and due to the 
combustion of the diesel engine fuel in the engine. The engine is therefore adapted to 
transfer heat from two sources to the fluid of the organic cycle. 

Claims 3-8, 10-14, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
